Digital one-upmanship 

The digital world is an 
absolute boon to those 
who seek information or 
the opinion of others and 
who wish to be exposed to 
new issues and opportuni- 
ties they would otherwise 
not know about. Although I still subseribe to 
two daily newspapers, at least six magazines, 
and a eouple of seholarly journals, my daily 
fare also ineludes extensive “e Wandering” as 
a eurrent news story on, say, the anniversary 
of a World War II battle sends me off on a his- 
torieal deteetive ehase for more information. 

In addition — and aeeording to algorithms 
I do not understand fully — my news aggre- 
gator brings to my attention topies it thinks 
would interest me. For example, a feature on 
Pope Franeis may eatapult me off to a series 
of stories about poverty in Argentina, the 
spiritual writings of St. Ignatius Loyola or a 
United Nations report on refugees. All very 
interesting and probably ultimately intellee- 
tually expansive. But for those of us who 
appreeiate these investigatory pursuits, we 
also reeognize we do have day jobs to get on 
with and must restriet sueh digital odysseys. 

There is a snake in this teehnologieal Gar- 
den of Eden, however, that takes the form of 
the “eomments” that are often attaehed to 
online stories, artieles or features. We’ve all 
seen them. Within seconds of its appearance 
online, a news story may attract as many as a 
hundred postings. Some will be congratulato- 
ry, some gently corrective, some critical, some 
disagreeing, and some tmly mde and offen- 
sive. But what is especially lamentable are 
those daisy-chain comments begun by a boor- 
ish poster who is then attacked by an even 
more boorish poster, and so on, often resulting 
in a seemingly endless succession of escalating 
and ever more crass and insulting exchanges. 

The “anonymity” of the Internet seems to 
suspend individual responsibility with the 
result that the kind of behavior conducted in 
person that might earn one a punch on the nose 
is possible online with impunity. One may 
lament the loss of civility these exchanges 
represent, but more regrettable are the missed 
opportunities for substantive exchanges. 

The comments posted following media 
accounts of Israeli Prime Minister Netanya- 
hu’s speech to the Joint U.S. Congress are 
a sad example of intolerance — not of the 
prime minister himself, but of the other read- 
ers who chose to post their views supportive 
or critical of his speech. 

We are all entitled to our opinions. Indeed, 
we are often enriched by such exchanges. I 
just wish the technological marketplace, in 
which citizens globally can now meet and 
converse, were a more civil place.

Senate divided 

Senate Demoerats and Republi- 
eans were divided on two bills that 
passed the Senate last week, aeeord- 
ing to press releases. Two bills were 
passed in the Senate, both redueing 
business taxes, which Republicans 
say will benefit 95 percent of the 
private sector. The bills reduce the 
the Business Profits Tax fi-om 8.5 
percent to 7.9 percent and the Busi- 
ness Enterprise Tax by 10 percent 
spanning the next three budgets. 

“Our entire focus this session is 
to get New Hampshire’s economy 
moving and passing a state budget 
that spends only what the state can 
afford. This modest cut in the state’s 
business taxes sends a message 
to our job creators in New Hamp- 
shire and those looking to move 
here that we are serious about want- 
ing their business and the jobs they 
bring with them,” Senate President 
Chuck Morse, R-Salem said in a 
press release. 

Democrats said the cut in tax- 
es would deal a blow to the state 
budget. 

“Our businesses need work- 
ers and reductions in electric rates 
before they need a 30* tax reduction 
in 8 years,” Sen. Lou D’Allesandro, 
D-Manchester, said in a press release. 
D’Allesando is the vice chair of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee. 
“New Hampshire is a great place to 
do business already and these tax 
cuts do nothing to address the real 
problems facing our businesses.” 

Funding request 

The House Finance Committee 
is reviewing a proposal to increase 
funding for domestic violence issues. 
On March 5, dozens of residents 
were at the Statehouse to urge them 
to push it through, WMUR reported. 
Since 1994, the legislature had allo- 
cated about $320,000 for domestic 
violence programs, but those funds 
were cut in 2012 and have not been 
restored. Victim advocate Aman- 
da Grady Sexton said the fallout 
last year was over 1,000 victims of 
domestic violence and their children 
were turned away Ifom emergen- 
cy services due to a lack of funding. 
Sexton told WMUR that 50 percent 
of the state’s homicides and 92 per- 
cent of murder-suicides are a result 
of domestic violence. Meanwhile, 
a bill that would see the marriage 
license fees increase Ifom $45 to 
$50 would increase the amount Ifom 


the fee that goes toward fighting 
domestic violence fi'om $38 to $43. 
It almost unanimously supported by 
a House committee in a 20-1 vote, 
the Concord Monitor reported. The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
voted to recommend the bill’s pas- 
sage to the House. 

Smoking in cars 

A bill before the state Senate 
would put a stop to people smok- 
ing cigarettes in cars with children 
under 18 present, NHPR reported. 
There was a hearing on the bill last 
week, which, if passed, would see 
smokers tabbed with a violation and 
a $100 fine if caught smoking with 
minors in the car. State Sen. David 
Watters, the bill’s prime sponsor, 
said the bill is an extension of oth- 
er laws put in place for the safety of 
children in motor vehicles. 

New contract 

It is now up the Legislature to 
fund a new agreement for New 
Hampshire state employees after 
the union ratified a new contract 
that covers about 9,000 workers, 
NHPR reported. SEA/SEIU Local 
1984 said 95 percent of the union 
approved the 2-percent contract 
raises over each of the next two 
years, along with improved den- 
tal and life insurance. Alterations to 
health care coverage is expected to 
save the Granite State $10 million 
over two years, according to NHPR. 

Medicaid waiver 

A federal waiver from the Cen- 
ters for Medicare & Medicaid 
Services will allow participants in 
the New Hampshire Health Protec- 
tion Program’s Medicaid expansion 
program to purchase private insur- 
ance plans in 2016. Gov. Maggie 
Hassan told the Union Leader that 
more than 36,000 people covered 
under the Medicaid expansion now 
have the option to choose from pri- 
vate plans on the marketplace. 

FairPoint fallout 

As a result of contract negotia- 
tions, the four-month long strike 
and the hiring of temporary work- 
ers, FairPoint Communications 
spent $73.6 million, the Union 
Leader reported. In the months 
spanning October to December, 
FairPoint spent $51.3 million on 
strike-related expenses and nego- 
tiations, though it saved about $33 


million from not paying the 1,700 
striking workers combined with less 
use of vehicles. 

SNHU presidency 

Paul LeBlanc, president of 
Southern New Hampshire Uni- 
versity since 2003, has signed an 
extension that will keep on “well 
beyond 2020,” he told the Union 
Leader. His contract had been set 
to expire in 2017. LeBlanc will be 
taking a leave of absence from the 
university from March 9 through 
May 30, though he will be back 
for commencement on May 9. He 
is taking his talents to Washing- 
ton, D.C., where he will collaborate 
with federal education officials, 
the Union Leader reported. LeB- 
lanc will assume the role of senior 
advisor for the U.S. Department of 
Education under Secretary of Edu- 
cation Ted Mitchell. His focus will 
be on competency-based education 
and financial aid policies that center 
on college credit hours. 

Moose studies 

Moose biologists in Maine 
and New Hampshire are work- 
ing together in a five-year study to 
understand declining moose popu- 
lations and will be studying survival 
rates of collared moose with GPS 
units during spring. According to 
WMUR, the two states are working 
together to study their respective 
moose populations. Maine has 
roughly 60,000 moose, while New 
Hampshire has about 4,000. So far 
this winter, Maine has lost two of its 
68 collared moose. New Hampshire 
has no recorded moose deaths so far 
this winter, but “April is the month 
of death for moose,” Kris Rines

ConcordTV has asked the Concord City Council to 
think twice about approving a proposal that would 
have the nonprofit paying as much as $84,000 
per year in rent in the new community center being 
designed for the former Dame School property, the 
Concord Monitor reported. ConcordTV currently 
uses that space for free, and program officials say 
they would have to cut staff and services. 


The New Hampshire Ball 
Hockey Association agreed 
to a partnership with NH 
Sportsplex on March 3 to bring 
ball hockey back to Bedford. 
Leagues will begin the first 
week of June, according to a 
press release. 


The Derry Department of 
Public Works has surpassed 
its budget of $612,000 by 
almost 10 percent, the Union 
Leader reported. Recent 
storms have caused an 
expenditure of an additional 
$59,644. 



Varsity ice hockey, skiing and 
gymnastics are back in the 
Nashua school budget after 
the Board of Education Bud- 
get Committee made some 
changes, the Union Leader 
reported. There will be gener- 
ally small athletic user fee 
increases, though hockey fees 
will rise from $500 to $600.

SnowSentry deployed 

From the mountains to New Hampshire roofs

A new tool that can warn business owners 
and school administrators when they need to 
clear roofs is now being used in the Granite 
State, where it was developed by 2KR Sys- 
tems of Barrington with the help of UNH 
Manchester. 

Chris Dundorf, president of 2KR Sys- 
tems, said the SnowSentry started out as a 
sensor used to measure how much water is 
in a snowpack. It was designed in 2009 for 
people concerned about flood risk and water 
resource work — specifically predicting how 
much water will be there when the snow 
melts and how it will recharge the water sup- 
ply — and was used in natural settings, like 
mountain ranges. 

“You can’t use snow depth to tell you how 
much was in the snowpack; you have to use 
density,” Dundorf said, noting light fluffy 
snow will be less dense than slushy snow. 

More recently, Dundorf decided to look at 
the SnowSentry as a rooftop application. The 
sensor was the right solution, but only part of 
it. Dundorf needed several other components to 
create a product to be used for roofs. The sensor 
was like a thermometer; it didn’t store or trans- 
mit data, it just plugged into weather stations. 


“We went to UNH . . . and learned about 
a program called the NHIRC [New Hamp- 
shire Innovation Research Center]. We were 
able to get some funding through the NHIRC 
that paid for the expertise of Chris LeBlanc 
[assistant professor of engineering technolo- 
gy at UNH Manchester] and three students of 
his,” Dundorf said. 

He also enlisted the support of comput- 
er science professor Mihaela Sabin and three 
of her students, also at UNH Manchester, for 
help with the software side of the project. 

LeBlanc said Dundorf approached him 
about a year and a half ago, and he and his stu- 
dents were asked to shrink the system down 
to deploy the SnowSentry on roofs, enable it 
to transmit to a PC or some other gateway and 
then transmit through mobile tools. 

“We helped him adapt that system so it 
could be placed on a roof versus mountains or 
hills,” LeBlanc said. 

Casey Hoefer, who graduated with a degree 
in electrical engineering technology last sum- 
mer, is still working through UNH with 2KR. 
Along with Richard Hilton, Hoefer designed 
the hardware for the system. His work was sole- 
ly electrical; the mechanical work was handled 
by one of Dundorf ’s mechanical engineers. 

“I pretty much took care of the program- 
ming with that hardware to communicate 
with a server, creating that whole warning 


system,” Hoefer said. 

Hoefer started on the project in February 
2014 as a senior project. 

“At the end, which was early May, we gave 
a presentation on the project to not only the 
company representatives, but to the class and 
the companies that came along with the other 
students,” Hoefer said. 

He explained the sensors measure weight 
and the amount of pressure being exert- 
ed against a roof When someone buys the 
system, they are told to put the scales in a 
position where there is a strong likelihood of 
heavy snow accumulation. 

LeBlanc said students are still working on 
increasing usability so it requires little tech- 
nical skill and can be deployed by almost 
anyone to measure snow on a roof 

“The technology itself had already been 
worked out with the original system. What 
we are working on is a much more scalable, 
deployable system,” he said. 

With schools and businesses spending 
thousands of dollars to have roofs cleared, 
deciding whether to do it can be tough. 

“The SnowSentry is a tool that gives them 
a little more information to help them make 
the right decision,” Dundorf said. 

Final prototypes of the SnowSentry are 
currently installed at UNH Manchester and 
on campus in Durham. A 


Offering a Safe Haven 

Foster parents wanted for pet program

The Animal Rescue League of New Hamp- 
shire is in need of foster parents, particularly 
for dogs, for its Safe Haven program, which 
was created to provide short-term pet care for 
victims of domestic violence and has since 
expanded to include pets needing short-term 
care while their owners deal with things like 
natural disasters or hospital visits. 

Danielle Snyder, director of behavioral 
health at the shelter, said ARLNH has more 
foster families in the warmer months than 
the colder months, especially for dogs. In the 
summer there are about 30 foster families; in 
the winter that number drops to about 10. 

Shelters can be a stressful place for pets, 
Snyder said. In a shelter setting animals are 
housed in small cages or kennels, which rais- 
es their anxiety levels, and different people 
take care of them each day, Snyder said. Nois- 
es from other animals housed in nearby cages 
can also add to the anxiety. 

“It’s actually pretty scary,” Snyder said. 

While some animals can get used to a shelter 


in a day or two, others do not handle it so well. 

“There are definitely animals that are very 
adaptable. On the flip side of that, animals 
will shut down,” Snyder said. 

They may stop eating or stop going out- 
side. Cats will sometimes huddle 
into themselves in a comer 
and shut down behavioral- 
ly. If animals stop eating 
their whole system can 
shut down. “Those are 
the ones who aren’t 
exhibiting species spe- 
cific behaviors,” she 
said. “Those are the ones 
we want to get into foster 
care. Ideally everybody, but 
those are the priorities.” 

Snyder said cats are typical- 
ly easier to foster, and usually 
ARLNH has more of them. She 
fosters cats herself and has a room dedicated 
to foster animals where a pet can be alone if it 
doesn’t get along with other pets. This doesn’t 
work so well with dogs because they need 
more room, she said, which means ARLNH 
needs more families that don’t have pets. 


“We have a lot of families that enjoy fos- 
tering because they can have a short-term pet 
without having to worry about medical bills,” 
Snyder said 

Dana Hedrick of Amherst has been vol- 
unteering as a foster parent for 
almost two years. She doesn’t 
have any pets of her own, so 
she can take dogs or cats. 
“One of my favorite 
things about it is I get 
to see so many animals 
and experience many 
different breeds and per- 
sonalities. It’s always 
something different,” Hed- 
rick said. 

The length of time a pet stays 
with her varies from one or two 
weeks to two or three months. 
She currently houses a cat that 
gave birth to kittens last week, and they will 
be with her for eight weeks. 

“I think the question people ask me most 
often, is, isn’t it hard to give them up? My 
answer is. There [are] always more animals 
that need help,” she said. ^

From graduate to president 

Father to receive New Hampshire State Merit Award 

Father Jonathan DeFelice graduated from Saint Anselm College in 1969, then 
became a faculty member and worked in a number of administrative roles before 
serving as college president from 1989 to 2013. On March 13 in Boston, DeFe- 
lice will be honored by the New England Board of Higher Education with the New 
Hampshire State Merit Award. 


You graduated from Saint 
® Anselm College in 1969, What 
0 made you want to stay? 

What made me want to stay 
was, I fell in love with Saint Anselm. I fell 
in love with the Benedietine way of life. I 
eould see myself spending my life there. I 
very mueh admired the work the monks were 
doing at the eollege, as well as the rest of the 
faeulty and staff. I deeided to try my voeation 
as a Benedietine, and I joined the monastery 
and deeided if I was happy, and if the eom- 
munity was happy with me, that I would stay. 
And if those things didn’t happen, I would 
find another way to serve God. So elearly, it 
worked, and I stayed. 

What led you to becoming a Benedictine 
monk and then a Roman Catholic priest? 

When I went [to Saint Anselm] I was not 
thinking about beeoming a Benedietine, but 
I was impressed with the eommunity and the 
work they were doing. I thought that I need- 
ed to explore whether this was going to be my 
life. It was the example of the Benedietines 
there that drew me to think about whether 
this was something that I wanted to do with 
my life. I joined the monastery, and part of 
that deeision was that I would beeome both a 
Benedietine and a priest. 

What is your fondest memory at Saint A^s? 

Boy, that’s a tough one. I would say, and 
I have said this before, my best days ... at 
Saint Anselm in the role of president were 
graduation days, when I got to see the fruit 
of our labors and the hope these young peo- 
ple had for the future of their lives. That was 
an ineredibly powerful experienee. 

You helped found the New Hampshire 
Institute of Politics at the school How does 
that fit in with the mission of Saint Anselm? 

Saint Anselm is a liberal arts eollege. We

like to raise the 
big questions. . . . 
It is important 
for our mission 
that we produce 
informed and 
educated citizens 
for our democra- 
cy. To be able to 
provide for our 
students, first of 
all, and then for 
the wider com- 
munity, a venue 
where people could interact with politicians, 
where people could raise important ques- 
tions, where visiting scholars could come and 
talk to important questions, where dialogue 
about difficult issues can happen, I believe, 
is very much in keeping with our mission as a 
Catholic liberal arts college. 

Saint A^s is known for having pretty good 
food. Agree or disagree? 

Agree 100 percent. We have, and have had 
for many years, an outstanding dining servic- 
es staff. It is our own dining services; it’s not 
a contracted service. And I think good food 
is very important to the college experience at 
a Benedictine college where we place a high 
value on hospitality. 

Whafs the best piece of advice you have 
for future presidents? 

Listen carefully and always try to make deci- 
sions that enhance the mission of the college. 

What is the importance of higher educa- 
tion in today ^s society? 

I believe that despite the bad press that 
higher education gets in certain circles, it is 
still, I believe, the gateway to life success. 
And by that I mean not only landing a great 
job, but having the tools to live a good life 
and to be a citizen of our democracy. 

What have you been up to since your ten- 
ure ended? 

I am living at a parish in New York City. It 
is a parish that is very close to NYU, so it is 
a very active place, and I have been helping 
with the duties of the parish. That’s what I’ve 
been doing primarily. I’ve also been taking 
some cooking classes. Italian. I’m Italian. . . . 
You can only eat so many meals in the course 
of a lifetime, and as many of them that can be 
Italian, the better. — Josh Rosenson ^

QUALITY OF LIFE INDEX 


School firsts 

Four Granite State sehool distriets will beeome the first in the 
nation to adopt a new aeeountability strategy for performanee testing, 
aeeording to a press release. Epping, Roehester, Sanborn Regional and 
Souhegan will take part in the New Hampshire Performance Assess- 
ment for Competency Education program, which reduces the level of 
standardized testing and allows for more locally managed assessments 
that are better integrated with students’ daily work. The districts have 
been working with the state Department of Education for the past five 
years, and the U.S. Department of Education recently agreed to allow 
the districts to take part in the program. 

QOL Score: +2 

Comment: “It is exciting to add another ‘First-in-the-Nation 'distinc- 
tion here in the Granite State with this innovative program to provide 
more meaningful, locally managed assessments that empower our stu- 
dents and our teachers, ” Gov Maggie Hassan said in the release. 

New Hope for addicts 

According to a recent NHPR report. New Hampshire courts have 
offered drug addicts a new option: an intensive probation program based 
in Hillsborough County Superior Court North called New Hope, which 
will not be directed to severely addicted or violent offenders, but rather, 
those who are drug users with more potential to be rehabilitated. Judge 
Tina Nadeau, chief justice of the superior court system, said in the report 
that she knows the program will lead to increased violations at the out- 
set, but she believes it will result in better behavior down the road. Those 
chosen for the program will receive random drug screenings three times 
a week, and lapses will result in immediate, short-term incarceration. 

QOL Score: +1 

Comment: In New Hampshire, heroin addiction particularly has 
been reaching epidemic proportions, with 64 heroin-related deaths last 
year It has been boosting crime rates as well, according to WMUR. 

Another perspective 

A reader responded to the Daylight Saving Time QOL from last 
week’s issue (which was scored +1 for more daylight after work) and 
pointed out that not everyone is psyched about the time shift. Many 
New Hampshirites — QOL not included — are getting a lot done 
before 6:30 a.m., from chores and workouts to early workdays and 
commutes. For those people, mornings just got darker again.

While Kane ain’t great, he does get 
credit for innovation in filmmaking and for having the brass to take on all-powerful newspa- 
per baron William Randolph Hearst with a knock-off of his sordid life for all to see. 

The Presidency of Ronald Reagan: Did some great things starting with standing up to 
the air traffic controllers. There was the economic and self-esteem revival after the disaster 
of the Carter years, and helping to accelerate the demise of communism. But objective folks 
don’t mis-remember there was serious impeachment talk over Iran-Contra, seeing 20 staff- 
ers convicted of offenses ranging from taking kickbacks to lying to Congress, or that the 
deficit quadrupled under his “fiscally conservative” watch. OK, start the e-mails rolling in.

For non-alcoholic drinks, True Brew in 
Concord has several St. Patrick’s Day lattes. 
Try the Top o’ the Morning, made with Irish 
Cream and white chocolate, the Peppermint 
Patty, made with chocolate and peppermint, 
the Shamrock Shimmy, made with cookie 
dough, cream de menthe and chocolate, or, a 
True Brew favorite, the Dirty Irish Mexican. 

“It’s a cafe au lait: coffee with a shot of 
espresso — the Dirty — spicy chocolate 
— the Mexican — and Irish Cream — the 
Irish,” said Stephanie Zinser, owner and 
events coordinator at Tme Brew. “Often peo- 
ple think the name is naughty, but when you 
break it down it makes sense.” 

For a healthy option, try the Irish Breakfast 
Tea, or a St. Patrick’s Day smoothie called 
the Peppermint Match, made with matcha 
green tea blended with milk, white choco- 
late, and peppermint. 

“It’s much healthier than the McDonald’s 
Shamrock Shake, which is 800-plus calories 
and 23 grams of fat,” said Zinser. “Our ver- 
sion is about 300 calories . . . and has all the 
health benefits of green tea.” 

The recently opened Lowell Street Eatery 
in Manchester is making its green drink debut 
this year. Try the Everybody’s Irish, made 
with Irish whiskey, creme de menthe, and 
Chartreuse; the Emerald Isle, made with gin, 
creme de menthe, and bitters; the Green Dub- 
lin Apple Cocktail, made with Irish whiskey, 
apple schnapps, cranberry juice, ginger ale, 
and garnished with a green apple slice; or the 
Brotherhood, made with Irish whiskey. Grand 
Marnier, Benedictine and lemon juice. 

Cheers in Concord is serving up some fun 
Irish creations as well, like the Irish Car Bomb, 
made with Guinness, Jameson and Baileys, 


or a Cheers famous Irish Bloody 
Mary, made with Jamesons 
and garnished with a skew- 
er of corned beef, Swiss 
cheese and olives. For 
your sweet tooth, try the 
Irish Cinnamon Toast 
Shot, made with Rum- 
Chata and Jameson, 
served in a cereal bowl 
shot glass, or the Irish pud- 
ding shot, made with Jameson, 

Baileys and butterscotch pudding. 

Firefly American Bistro and Bar 
in Manchester is offering alternative 
green drinks, all named after famous Irish 
authors. 

“I feel as though oftentimes, St. Patrick's 
Day cocktails just end up with green food col- 
oring, so we tried to go a fresher route and 
utilize fresh basil, thyme and sweet peas,” said 


Rachael Jones, a manager at Fire- 
fly. “My favorite [St. Patrick’s 
Day] drink would have to be 
the James Joyce . . . because 
the sweet peas add such a 
nice earthy flavor, and the 
elderflower liqueur lifts it 
with a little floral note.” 
The Oscar Wilde is 
made with fresh basil, 
Bushmills Irish whiskey 
and ginger ale. The Bren- 
dan Behan, made with Guinness, 
rum, espresso vodka and dark creme 
de cacao, is a twist on one of Fire- 
fly’s most popular year-round cocktails, the 
espresso martini. 

“The addition of Guinness to the espresso 
and chocolate flavors adds a delicious, bit- 
tersweet creaminess that is unsurprisingly 
delicious,” said Jones. A

GO AUTHENTIC OR JUST GO GREEN 

Celebrate St. Patrick’s Day with food

With St. Patrick’s Day upon us, the desire 
to wear green and orange and feast on bangers 
and mash, beef stew and colcannon is strong. 
To get the scoop on how to dine on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day, the Hippo spoke with Nathan 
Perkins, chef at Holy Grail Restaurant and 
Pub in Epping, and Michael G. Conneely, 
owner of the Peddler’s Daughter in Nashua 


and Haverhill, Mass., for dish ideas that stay 
authentic, give a twist on the traditional or 
embrace the color green. 

For Perkins, the meal he eats on St. Pat- 
riek’s Day has been the same sinee he was a 
kid: eomed beef and eabbage. Why? 

“’Cause it’s delieious,” he said in a phone 
interview. 

Lately he’s been using the recipe from Holy 
Grail because it has more seasoning and spic- 
es, which he likes. While corned beef and 
cabbage is an Irish-American tradition, Per- 


kins said, those who wish to celebrate the day 
in tme Irish fashion should try a dish with 
lamb. 

“I would have braised lamb shank beeause 
it just reminds me of Ireland,” Conneely said 
in a phone interview. “We’ve always had 
lamb around all the speeial holidays, a lamb 
shank or a roast lamb. Reminds me of a spe- 
eial oeeasion.” 

Aeeording to Conneely, a number of tradi- 
tional Irish dishes inelude lamb. 

“In Ireland you’re using the things that are

plentiful. It was one of our staple things; we 
had lamb in a lot of different ways,” he said. 

Now and again he’ll put a lamb dish on the 
menu, like a lamb stew with braised lamb, 
root vegetables, barley and lamb stoek. 

If you’re looking to try an authentie meal 
at home, there are a few key faetors in Irish 
eooking to keep in mind. 

“[There’s] a lot of braising in Ireland, a 
lot of slow eooking through the years,” Con- 
neely said. “A lot of soups, we use a lot of 
soups in Ireland as well.” 

Perkins agreed that a lot of the Irish dish- 
es on his menu are slow eooked, like Dublin 
eoddle, whieh Perkins ealled the “farmers 
meal” of sausage, potato, baeon, onion and 
ham stoek that you “throw in the oven at the 
beginning of the day and piek at it.” 

If a tried and true Irish dish doesn’t suit 


your taste, you ean try putting a twist or 
modem take on a traditional meal. For this 
St. Patriek’s Day, Perkins is going to infuse 
Kerrygold butter, an Irish butter, with buffalo 
sauee to serve with ehieken wings. He’ll also 
do battered sausages, whieh are Irish bangers 
eovered with the beer batter also used on the 
restaurant's fish and ehieken. 

Conneely said the Peddler’s Daughter will 
do a twist on the staple dish of bangers and 
mash. 

“We make sausage and then ... we wrap it 
in puff pastry and ... bake it in the oven and 
serve it with the Dijon mustard,” he said. “So 
it’s another way to use the traditional way 
and put a kind of twist on it.” 

Conneely likes to mix up menu items from 
time to time to keep things new and fresh for 
the eustomers.

have a little fry daddy or other deep fryer at 
your house; if not, a cast iron pot will do.

Dip the sausages in the bat- 
ter; place in the fryer. Turning frequently, 
cook for 5 minutes.

Add the onions, carrots, celery, gar- 
lic, rosemary and thyme to the skillet and cook 
over medium heat for 5 minutes, stirring to 
scrape up the browned bits of the pan. Pour the 
vegetables and pan juices onto the lamb. Add 
the Guinness and stock, cover, and simmer 
for 45 minutes. Add the potatoes, correct sea- 
sonings, re-cover, and cook until meat is fork 
tender, IV 2 to P /4 hours. To serve, place 1 lamb 
shank in the middle of six shallow soup bowls 
and spoon some vegetables and broth around 
over mashed potato.

OVER-THE-TOP SPECTACLE 

St. Patrick’s Parade turns 20

Twenty years ago, a handful of 
New Hampshire residents decided 
Manchester needed a St. Patrick’s 
Day parade. 

There hadn’t been anything like it since the 
1940s and ’50s, and so under leadership of 
then Police Chief Tom King, this group start- 
ed a committee and put on that first parade in 
1995 on the first Sunday of March. Current 
committee president Dan O’Neil remembers 
it being a beautiful sunny day and a wonder- 
ful success. 

The 20th anniversary event is Sunday, 
March 29, and event organizers are working 
hard to make it an “over-the-top spectacle,” 
said Stephanie McLaughlin, parade market- 
ing director. The event, she said, is not just 
a means to celebrate Irish heritage in Man- 
chester; it also brings people downtown on a 
Sunday in March. 

“It’s wonderful for the businesses down- 
town,” McLaughlin said. “From pizza joints 
to coffee shops to bars and restaurants, busi- 
ness owners look forward to that day as being 
a bright spot in winter.” 

Event organizers expect upward of 50,000 
to line the 1-mile course along Elm Street, to 
cheer on bagpipe bands, military units, high 
school bands and, new this year. The Hege- 
man String Band.

The 40-plus Mummers group from Phil- 
adelphia (which performs in the annual 
Philadelphia Mummers Parade on New 
Year’s Day, believed to be the oldest contin- 
uous folk festival in the United States) has 
a sound and style whose heritage goes back 
more than 90 years. The Hegeman String 
Band performed in Manchester’s 10th anni- 
versary parade but hasn’t been back since. 
Comparable in Philadelphia to the Mardi 
Gras Parade Krewes in New Orleans, this 
group will perform continuously throughout 
the one-mile stretch. 

“They’re like a Broadway show meets a 
marching band extravaganza. It’s a band, but 
there are costumes, there are props, and there 
are potential storylines with musical scenes. 
It’s really a visual spectacle, and we’re 
thrilled to be able to bring one of these groups 
to Manchester to celebrate the parade’s 20th 
anniversary,” McLaughlin said. 

Leading the way will be Grand Marshal 
John “Jack” O’Connor, a former teacher 
and member of the founding faculty at St. 
Thomas Aquinas in Dover, but to Manches- 
ter’s Irish population he’s best known as the 
Lamplighter Restaurant & Pub owner from 
its 1964 opening until 1981. During its hey- 
day, the pub was the place to go for Irish 
entertainment throughout the 1970s, and con- 
certs sold out weeks in advance. 

This year, viewers will also see more bag- 
pipe bands — six total, two more than last 
year’s — and more high school bands. Partic- 
ipants include the bands from Londonderry 
High School and all three Manchester pub- 
lic high schools. 

To fill in the gaps between musicians, 
parade organizers are, for the first time, for- 
mally soliciting groups and organizations of 
all types to enter floats in the parade. Cash 
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pnzes will go to the top three best floats, vot- 
ed by a panel of judges, and submissions 
must be made by Friday, Mareh 20. (Guide- 
lines ean be viewed at saintpatsnh.eom.) 

O’Neil takes pride that they’re able to put 
on the private parade every year, whieh eosts 
more than $50,000, raised by Manehester and 
Greater Manehester businesses and sponsors. 

“I’m Irish on both sides of my family. I 


think it s a great way to eelebrate not only 
St. Patriek’s Day, but what we eall it now, St. 
Patriek’s Month,” O’Neil said. 

At press time, the planning eommittee was 
still in negotiations with a myriad of other 
performing groups; the parade oeeurs the last 
weekend of Mareh so as not to eompete with 
other area St. Patriek’s Day events, so eheek 
the site for updates. A

Shamrock Shuffle, Manchester 

The Northeast Delta Dental Shamroek 
Shuffle in Manehester is a preeursor to the 
Queen City’s St. Patriek’s Day Parade.

Portsmouth 

The sixth annual St. Paddy’s Five Miler in 
Portsmouth will be held Sunday, Mareh 15, 
at 10:30 a.m. Proeeeds of the $30 registration 
fee (you ean register online at newheightson- 
line.org) benefit after-sehool and summer 
programs at New Heights. 

The raee starts at Paddy’s Ameriean Grille

Traeey Tueker, exeeutive direetor of New

Disclosing disabilities 

Amherst mother writes, illustrates book about her daughter

When Janine Leffler was a little girl, 
there weren’t a lot of ehildren’s books 
about kids with disabilities. It infuriated 
her mother, author and illustrator Maryann 
Coeea-Leffler. 

“There was nothing out there. I mean, 
maybe there was a Helen Keller book, but 
that was it,” Coeea-Leffler said during an 
interview at her Amherst home. 

It was upsetting beeause her daugh- 
ter had disabilities, ineluding nonverbal 
learning disorder, mild eerebral palsy and 
eortieal vision impairment. When she was 
bom, doetors didn’t know if she’d be able 
to walk or talk. 

She did both. Despite these hurdles, Leffler 
thrived. She loved to read, and her go-to books 
were mini novels from the Baby-Sitter’s Lit- 
tle Sister series and the dietionary. She also 
had an amazing voeabulary (from reading the 
dietionary so mueh), and she eould remember 
random faets and dates easily. 

“She would remember every single per- 
son’s birthday in the sehool, ineluding the 
teaehers’,” Coeea-Leffler said. “She went 
beyond expeetations. She was the type of 
kid that surprised everybody.”

But this void in the ehildren’s book 
industry still bothered Coeea-Leffler, even 
after her daughter was too old to read them. 
An author herself, she eould be the one to 
break the mold — she had the material — 
but she also knew it wasn’t her story to tell. 

“All these years. I’ve wanted to write 
about a eharaeter who has disabilities. But 
I didn’t want to do it without Janine’s per- 
mission beeause it wasn’t my story to tell. 
She had to diselose her disabilities to the 
world,” Coeea-Leffler said. “But I also 
had hesitation. . . . Was it a good idea? . . . 
We eould have said Janine grew up with 
ehallenges. I worried [diselosing her dis- 
abilities] would impaet her life, as she 
applies for jobs.” 

Leffler, now almost 30 years old, gave 
her mother the go-ahead a eouple years 
ago. She wasn’t afraid; she felt that to not 
tell the whole tmth would water down the

book’s message. 

Janine. was released Mareh 1 and has 
already seen positive reviews. Its protago- 
nist is a free-spirited little girl named Janine 
who wears round red glasses, whimsieal, 
barrette-heavy hairstyles and soeks that 
don’t mateh. Just like the real-life Leffler, 
this one has an uneanny memory for birth- 
days and a taste for big words. She also 
likes to sing on the bus and hang out with 
her imaginary friend. 

Her free spirit is tested, however, when 
party invitations go out and she’s not on the 
list. The plot mirrors a bullying event that 
really happened to Leffler. Even though it 
was so long ago, both mother and daughter 
tear up when they tell the story. But they’ve 
been telling it, and they’re going to keep 
telling it to sehools, bookstores and librar- 
ies aeross the eountry. 

“I think it’s very important, the whole 


eoneept of being able to stand up for your- 
self and advoeate for your differenees,” 
Leffler said. “That’s what’s so important 
about this book. I grew up with a lot of dis- 
abilities and I was pieked on a lot beeause 
of that.” 

Coeea-Leffler had little trouble bring- 
ing sehool-aged Janine Leffler to life. As 
evident in the story’s initial drafts — she 
pulled some out from her desk during the 
interview — very little ehanged from the 
tiny dummy of sketehes to the final eolor- 
ful illustrations ereated with eolored peneil 
and gouaehe paint. 

The pair also ereated a website, janine- 
sparty.blogspot.eom (whieh hints at what 
happens at the end of the book), whieh 
eontains book/author information and lists 
of good pieture, middle grade and young 
adult books about kids with disabilities. 
(Beeause, good news, there are more out 
there today than 25 years ago.) Leffler ’s 
also working to eolleet poetry submissions 
by kids with disabilities through the site. 

Already, they ean see people are eonneet- 
ing. All the kids want to know how Janine’s 
doing (very well — she earned a eommu- 
nieations degree at New England College 
and eurrently works during the day), and 
they’re touehed by the book and the real- 
life story behind it. 

“I went to a sehool visit yesterday, and 
of eourse I eried at it,” Coeea-Leffler said. 
“The kids, I have to tell you, when I tell that 
story — and I’ve done it three times sinee 
the book eame out this week — there isn’t a 
time when someone’s not erying. The kids 
get emotional. . . . Mothers eome up to me 
afterward and tell me, ‘Oh my God, my kid 
had a similar experienee.’ I think it’s hit- 
ting people, and I’m hoping they will have 
further diseussions after I leave their elass- 
rooms.” M

Paint and sip 

Drinkable Arts opens in Nashua

Your morning cup of coffee or end-of- 
the-day glass of wine could be a little more 
special by drinking from glassware that 
you designed. Cheryl Snyder, owner of 
Drinkable Arts, invites you to “uncork your 
creative side” by putting brush to glass- 
ware to help bring color to your martinis 
and pints. 

“I love painting on canvas . . . [but] I per- 
sonally only have so many places I can put 
canvas,” Snyder said in a phone interview. 
“Everybody uses glassware, so to me it was 
like a no-brainer.” 

Snyder started painting glassware while 
managing a nightclub and tending bar and 
soon realized that paint and sip parties 
would be a fun way to bring art, wine and 
friends together. In 2013, she hosted her 
first Drinkable Arts home paint party, fol- 
lowed by the first restaurant paint party at 
the New England TapHouse Grille. 

As the “paint- and- sip” market started to 
grow, Snyder knew she’d need a permanent 
space. 

“I realized I needed to move everything 
from my house ... so I decided to do a stu- 
dio so I can have classes here,” Snyder said. 

Paint events at the new studio will start 
with guests choosing a wine glass, stem- 
less wine glass, coffee mug, martini glass 
or pint glass.

look like. Everybody’s glass is their own 
creation.” 

As they’re painting, guests 21 or older 
can enjoy a glass of wine or beer as part 
of the studio’s BYOB policy — bring your 
favorite wine, beer or soda and the studio 
will provide the ice and cups.

Concord Hospital hosts second Women on Wellness event

Women who typically have a hard 
time finding a moment to focus on 
themselves can do just that at the 
second annual Women on Wellness 
event, happening on Saturday, March 
14, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Rosenberger, president of Devine 
Business Strategies of Concord, has 
spoken at various women’s events 
and leadership conferences. 

“We can’t continue to take care 
of everyone else unless we are well, 
healthy and balanced to care for our- 
selves,” said Rosenberger. “I hope 
these women will think about their 
lives and what they do on a daily 
basis, and make sure they are opti- 
mizing the things around them that 
will allow them to be healthier, more 
successful, and better caregivers.”

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IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

Winter reading 

Learning from The Tao of Vegetable Gardening

In between shoveling and earrying firewood 
I’ve spent eonsiderable time reading this win- 
ter. My favorite gardening book this winter is 
The Tao of Vegetable Gardening: Cultivating 
Tomatoes, Greens, Peas, Beans, Squash, Joy 
and Serenity by Carol Deppe (Chelsea Green, 
$24.95 in paperbaek). 

It is rare that a good teehnieal book also 
deals with joy and serenity, whieh is part of 
what distinguishes this book from others. I 
ealled Carol Deppe at her home in Oregon, 
and she is as enthusiastie in life as she is in her 
book. She wrote a ehapter in 
her book ealled, simply, “Joy.” 

We are, she asserts, originally 
hunters and gatherers. Many 
of us are wired to enjoy gar- 
dening as a way to gather. 

Reeognizing what we love to 
do, and doing it, makes for a 
happy person. 

When eonsidering a new 
book I first skim a ehapter that 
is about something I know 
well. So, for example, if I 
ean learn about tomatoes, I want the book. I 
did. Carol Deppe has a Ph.D. in biology and 
has been breeding plants and doing garden 
researeh for deeades. 

So what did I learn about tomatoes? First, 
that I may be fertilizing them too mueh, pro- 
dueing big plants but perhaps fewer tomatoes 
overall than I might. I give eaeh plant a little 
Pro-Gro (a slow release organie fertilizer) at 
planting time even though my soil is rieh and 
dark. This year I will plant half with, and half 
without the fertilizer. And I will keep reeords. 

Carol maintains that irregular watering 
not only ean eause eraeking of fruit (whieh I 
knew), but that it ean also affeet flavor, whieh 
I did not know. She reeommends mulehing as 
a way to keep roots eonsistently moist, then 
watering before the soil is dead dry. I muleh 
but rarely water — though my soil only dries 
out in times of drought. 

Another faetor affeeting flavor is temper- 
ature. Tomatoes, her book says, taste best if 
pieked in the late afternoon on a sunny day. 
Cold nights and eool mornings do not help 
tomato flavor. She often pieks two to four 
days before full ripeness, and finishes them 
off indoors where it is eonsistently warm. 
Many of the best tasting heirlooms have 
unripe shoulders even when the rest of the 
tomato is dead ripe, she wrote, and should be 
eaten before the shoulders ripen. 

She is more attentive to erop rotation than 
I am. In a small garden, there is little spaee to 
rotate erops on a three-year eyele (whieh she 
does), espeeially sinee mueh of what I grow is 


in the same family: tomatoes, potatoes, pep- 
pers (and eggplant, though I don’t grow it). 
Those plants should not overlap, she says, or 
be planted in the same ground that had one of 
them in the past two years. 

From the book I learned of some seed 
eompanies I haven’t used before and toma- 
to varieties that sound great. From Niehols 
Garden Nursery (nieholsgardennursery.eom) 
I have ordered tomatoes that Carol likes 
ineluding Legend, an early tomato (68 days) 
that produees one-pound tomatoes and is par- 
thenoearpie. That means it ean produee fruits 
without pollination, doing so in eold weath- 
er that is not eondueive to releasing pollen. 

She says it is highly tolerant 
of two late blight strains, too. 
I never knew there are differ- 
ent strains of the blight. 

Niehols Nursery also sells 
Pruden’s Purple, Blaek Krim 
and Geranium Kiss, oth- 
ers that Carol reeommends. 
Prudens Purple is an heirloom 
that Carol says has flavor as 
good as Brandywine, but two 
to three weeks earlier. I will 
try it. Blaek Krim, the book 
explains, reaehes full flavor when still half 
green and firm. If pieked when it looks ful- 
ly ripe, it is overripe, even rotten. I made that 
mistake onee and never grew it again. Gerani- 
um Kiss, bred by Alan Kapuler (peaeeseeds. 
eom), is an open pollinated determinate 
tomato that is very resistant to late blight and 
produees big elusters of 1- to 2-ounee fruits. 

What else did I learn from this book? I 
learned about Green Wave mustard. Carol 
Deppe broadeasts seed on a weed- free garden 
bed and then bounees a lawn rake over the soil 
to disturb the soil and eover the seed. She lets 
this eooking green grow until it is about 10 
inehes tall in about eight weeks. Then she euts 
the top 7 inehes off and eooks it up for din- 
ner, or blanehes and freezes it. Green Wave 
is blazingly hot if eaten raw (spiey enough to 
deter deer), but mild and flavorful after eook- 
ing. Seeds are available from her website, 
earoldeppe.eom, or from Johnny’s Seleeted 
Seeds (johnny seeds. eom). 

Unlike spinaeh. Green Wave has real sub- 
stanee after eooking, like kale, so it is good 
for freezing. And the leaves and stems both 
are edible when grown in a dense planting 
(whieh also shades out weeds). If grown as 
well spaeed out individual plants, the stems 
are tough and not edible. 

If you’re still housebound and bored, get a 
eopy of this book, and visit Carol’s website for 
other seeds, books artieles and information.

Dear Diana, 

Roseville Pottery started in Roseville, 
Ohio, in the late 1800s and was produeed 
until the eompany elosed in the 1950s. They 
didn’t just produee pottery vases sueh as 
yours but utilitarian pieees as well. It would 
be worth your time to either piek up a book or 
go online and do researeh. It’s an interesting 
story, and there are so many pieees, patterns, 
eolors, sizes, ete. Eaeh has a different value, 
depending on rarity, size and eolor. 

The Pine Cone pattern was introdueed in 
1935. Colors for this pattern and many oth- 
er patterns were blue, green and brown. Blue 
was the most desirable eolor, followed by 
green and brown. This is just an example of 
prieing: If your vase is 7 inehes (and it is — 
that’s what the 7” mark is on the bottom) and 
in brown, let’s say, the value is around $100. 
If it were in blue, that vase would be $165. 

Earlier Pine Cone was marked with foil 
labels, while later pieees had seript marks in 
the pottery sueh as yours. In this pattern, as 
with others, you ean find vases tall and small. 



bookends, eompotes, wall poekets and more. 
But eolor and form are everything. 

Your vase, Diana, beeause of the damage, 
would be in the $60 range and not a very easy 
sell to a eolleetor. Beeause of the mass of Ros- 
eville Pottery around these days and with the 
Internet to make availability easy, people are 
seeking pieees that are undamaged and larger, 
rarer forms and eolors. But remember, baek in 
the time this was made, its value was approxi- 
mately $1, so it still has value today.

Car dies when it gets hot

Dear Car Talk: 

We live in the South- 
west and have a 1992 
Lincoln Town Car, 
which is much loved by 
my husband. The only 
problem is that it likes 
to die when the tem- 
perature is above 96 
degrees. We will be traveling for over 30 
minutes and boom, it dies. It starts again in 
about 20 minutes, but if it is still hot, it will 
soon die again. This also happened once 
in cooler weather when we had been driv- 
ing in the mountains for two hours. We ve 
been given theories such as vapor lock 
and boiling fuel, and advice that includ- 
ed clothespins, but I don 1 feel comfortable 
betting my safety on clothespins. I hope 
you can help us. Thank you. — Felicia 
Don’t discount clothespins, Felicia. I 
always keep a eouple in the glove box. I 
used to elip them on my nose whenever my 
brother was in the ear. 

Clothespins aside, your first step is a lit- 
tle deteetive work. In order for the engine 
to run, it needs three things: Air, fuel and 
spark. I’ll assume that air is not a problem, 
sinee you eontinued breathing long enough 
to write to us. So you have to determine 


whether the engine is dying beeause it’s 
losing fuel or losing spark. 

If you were one of our eustomers, we’d 
lend you a little induetive test light and 
show you how to use it. If you open the 
hood and just toueh the probe of the test 
light to any of the spark-plug wires while 
the ear is running, the light will flash, indi- 
eating that eleetrieity is pulsing through 
those wires. That tells you there’s spark. 

What we’d instruet you to do is, next 
time the ear dies, open the hood and toueh 
the test light to a spark-plug wire. Then 
have another person try to start the ear. If 
the light flashes, you’re getting spark. That 
means the problem is fuel. 

If you try to start the ear and the test light 
doesn’t flash, then we know it’s a spark 
problem. By knowing whieh of those it is, 
we ean save you a lot of time and money in 
trying to figure it out. 

If the test tells us that the problem is laek 
of fuel, we’d suspeet either the eleetrie fuel 
pump or the fuel pump relay. 

If you had no spark, we’d suspeet one 
of the eleetronie ignition eomponents, like 
the eleetronie ignition module, the eoil or 
the hall-effeet sensor. 

But start by finding a meehanie who’s 
willing to work with you to narrow it 


down. If you need help finding a meehan- 
ie you like, try searehing our Meehanies 
Files (www.meehaniesfiles.eom), whieh is 
a database of meehanies who are person- 
ally reeommended by other readers and 
radio listeners of ours. Good luek. 

Dear Car Talk: 

I feel compelled to follow up on your 
column on downshifting through the gears 
when coming to a stop. You came out 
against it because you said it wears out the 
clutch, which is more expensive to replace 
than the brakes. But I have a BMW Z4 with 
automatic transmission and paddle shift- 
ers. I routinely use the paddle shifters to 
slow the car down through the gears when 
approaching a stop. I see no harm to the 
transmission in using this approach. Your 
argument about wearing out the clutch does 
not hold water, as I have no clutch. I feel this 
is the most appropriate way to slow down 
the car with no detriment to any mechanical 
parts. Your comments? — Maurice 

It’s a free eountry, Mauriee, and if your 
pursuit of happiness ineludes playing with 
your paddle shifters, it would be unpatri- 
otie of me to interfere. Espeeially sinee I 
have friends who rebuild transmissions for 
a living and still have kids in eollege. 


Automatie transmissions DO have 
elutehes, Mauriee. They’re just different 
kinds of elutehes than are used in ears with 
stiek shifts. 

They are, however, more likely to last 
the life of the ear than their stiek-shift 
eousins. So what you’re doing is a lot less 
likely to eost you big bueks than if you had 
a pedal-operated eluteh and a stiek shift. 

Plus, an automatie transmission will 
downshift “automatieally” anyway as 
you’re stopping. It would do it more gen- 
tly and unnotieeably on its own, with less 
torque, and less wear and tear. But it is 
going to downshift itself anyway as you 
slow down to stop. 

Keep in mind that with any meehanieal 
deviee — whether it’s a transmission or a 
ballpoint pen — every time you use it, you 
bring it one small step eloser to oblivion. 
So making harder downshifts will deerease 
the life of your transmission a little bit. 

But in the big pieture, what you’re doing 
is not terribly harmful. Your automat- 
ie transmission and its internal elutehes 
should last the life of the vehiele anyway. 
And if it gives you pleasure, then, by all 
means, keep doing it. Life is short, Mau- 
riee. Paddle away.

Getting thirsty 

Understanding diuretics

Salt water actually dehy- 
drates us instead of helping us 
Tc: keep our internal water stores 

^ ^ filled. But what else do we 

eat and drink that robs our 
body of water? 

The human body is composed of rough- 
ly 60 percent water. Our hydration status 
influences blood pressure, anxiety, energy 
levels, and overall health. How much water 
we consume each day is directly correlated 
to our overall health. 


Here are some common things that influ- 
ence water levels: 

1. Protein. This energy-yielding nutri- 
ent is a natural diuretic and causes you to 
lose water. Too much protein requires us to 
drink more water to keep hydrated. 

2. Caffeine. Found in tea, coffee, soda, 
and chocolates, caffeine robs our body of 
water and actually increases feelings of 
hunger. 

3. Alcohol. Most people know that alco- 
hol robs them of fluids. What people don’t 
realize is that the fluid loss also leads to 
hangovers and all the fun symptoms that 
accompany them. 

4. Activity. The more you sweat, the less 
fluid you have in your blood plasma. Weigh 
yourself before and after workouts to see 
how much water you’ve lost. Replace it 
accordingly! 

5. Environmental humidity. You can lose 
moisture in cold environments as rapidly as 
you do in hot, humid weather. When you 
exhale in cold weather, what do you see? 
That fog is actually moisture you exhaled 
that in condensing as it hits cool air. This 
is easy to see if you weigh yourself in the 
winter before you go to sleep, then again 
immediately upon rising. You may see as 
much as a 5-pound weight loss overnight. 

6. Salt intake. Salt is a natural water 
retainer and causes the body to bloat. 
Excess amounts are also a negative health 
influencer, because it requires you to con- 



sume more water in order to maintain a 
level amount of hydration. So the less salt 
you ingest, generally, the less water you 
need to stay hydrated. Don’t take salt tab- 
lets to induce water retention; it’s unhealthy, 
increases blood viscosity and raises your 
blood pressure. 

Monitoring your water levels isn’t com- 
plicated. Keep track of how often you use 
the bathroom and the color of your urine. 
If it’s yellow, you’re under-hydrated. If it’s 
clear or close to it, you’ve got plenty of flu- 
id. If you haven’t had to use the bathroom 
most of the day, experience cotton mouth, 
have a headache or even feel extreme hun- 
ger, these may all be signs that it’s time to 
grab a glass or two of water.

CERTIFIED DIABETES NURSE EDUCATDR AT CDNCDRD HDSPITAL 

After watching a family member go through lifestyle changes to manage diabe- 
tes, Penny Sawyer, RN, was inspired to work with others who develop the disease. 
A certified diabetes nurse educator, she does inpatient and outpatient care to 
help individuals and their families manage a life with diabetes. Sawyer spoke 
with the Hippo recently about the change in the way the medical community 
views diabetes and the importance of not being quick to judge. 



Explain in one sentence what 
your current job is. 

To assist providers and teach 
patients and family members 
with diabetes [about] management. [The] 
majority of my job is in-patient. 

How long have you worked at Concord 
Hospital? 

Thirty years. 

How did you get interested in this field? 
From an uncle when I was in high 


school. He was diagnosed with diabetes; 
he was very overweight. He developed 
diabetes and I saw him make a lifestyle 
change and maintain. I was intrigued. 

What kind of education or training did 
you need for this job? 

First and foremost I’m a registered 
nurse, and then what you do is [you] need 
to collect direct patient education time — 
at my time it was 2,000 hours. I had to log 
it, and once you got your 2,000 hours you 
could apply for the certification, which is 



a four- to five-hour exam. 

How did you find your 
current job? 

I was working here as 
a nurse and at that point 
in time Concord Hospi- 
tal didn’t have a diabetes 
educator. A clinical nurse 
specialist ... started a little 
program here with Concord 
Hospital with things from 
outpatient [services] and a 
class series. ... I was doing 
some of the outpatient class- 
es with her. That’s what I 
did initially and eventually 
in turned into inpatient, out- 
patient part-time and [then] full time. 

WhaCs the best piece of work-related 
advice anyone’s ever given you? 

Probably one of the best things is to lis- 
ten, be a good listener and not be quick to 
judge. Just because when you’re dealing 
with people with diabetes there are a lot of 
barriers. You want to explore . . . that’s how 
you’re going to help them make changes. 

What do you wish you’d known at the 
beginning of your career? 

Just in terms of knowledge [about] dia- 
betes compared to what I have today. I 


think maybe from dealing 
with patients what I wish 
then was [knowing] how 
big a different behavior 
change makes in terms of 
managing diabetes. I don’t 
think behavior changes was 
emphasized enough, and 
now that’s what we’re try- 
ing to do. 

What is your typical at- 
work uniform? 

In the last year or so I 
went back to scrubs because 
of my patient contact. 

What was the first job 

you ever had? 

I was a dishwasher at a restaurant [the 
former Foxglove Restaurant in Chiches- 
ter]. M

A pie for a pi

Monica Leap isn’t necessarily a fan of 
math, but she’s a fan of pie and fun. In honor 
of the date that aligns with the first five digits 
of Pi, Studio 550 is hosting a professional pie 
competition on Saturday, March 14. 

Leap, the program manager at Studio 550 
Art Center, considered doing a pie competi- 
tion last year but put the idea on hold. But this 
year’s pi-perfect date won’t come around for 
another thousand years. 

“We figured this year we had to do it. No 
option,” she said. 

The pie day competition will feature entries 
from professional bakeries. 

“There are so many bakeries in the area, it 
seemed like a good opportunity,” Leap said.

Warm and eclectic 

Cafe features local ingredients and beer baked goods

In an old brick building on Temple Street 
in Nashua, LOCAL Delights Cafe stands 
out with a large, rounded window lined with 
bright orange-colored trim. Inside the cafe, a 
display case is filled with salads and lined on 


top with beer-based cupcakes. 

Next to a large whiteboard that lists 
the day’s menu of sandwiches, soups and 
smoothies with brightly colored markers, 
Marie-Chantal Vera is busy preparing a plate 
of food for a patron. A view of the counter and 
display cases from the top floor, which holds 
the seating area, gives an open feel to the 


pling for the guests begins around 3:30 and 
will continue until 5:30 p.m. 

As they sample, guests can fill out a check- 
list that’s handed out at the door to take notes 
and prioritize which bakers’ pies they want 
to try. Once the rounds are made, they’ll cast 
their vote for favorites in each category. 

“Guests can definitely come in and pick 
and choose; they can kind of do a circuit if 
they want,” Leap said. 

While the people’s choice winner will be 
based on the most votes, a panel of judg- 
es will select category winners decided by a 
numerical scale ranking from 1 to 10 for crust, 
filling, creativity and overall experience. 

The judges for the competition are Susan 
Laughlin, food writer for NH Magazine; Hel- 
en Ryba, host and producer of “The Chef’s 
Plate;” and Tango-Lowy. 

“Everything to me is about what’s the 
experience,” said Tango-Lowy. “It’s always 
about tasting mindfully, paying attention to 
what you’re tasting. I keep a notebook when 
I taste anything. I think the big challenge for 
this is mindfully tasting 24 pieces of pie.” 

To prevent the judges from going into pie 
overload. Leap thinks each judge will tackle 
two of the categories. 

“Otherwise that would be way too many 
and they [would] all go home sick,” she said. 

As an award, the winners will each receive 
handmade commemorative pie plates that 
Leap made herself, with the date of the com- 
petition on it. 

“I believe personally that everything you 
do can ... should be art, no matter what it 
is,” Tango-Lowy said. “I’m going to be judg- 
ing pies from the approach of art, and given 
that it’s being hosted by Studio 550, I think 
that sort of makes sense. These things need to 
look beautiful [but] art isn’t just what you see 
— art is what you experience.” 

The pun-tastic Pi day pie eompetition fits well 
with Studio 550’s programming, whieh is all 
about having fiin and bringing people together. 

“The core of what the studio is. Relax, 
you’re here to play,” Leap said. “A lot of what 
drives what we do is connecting people with 
an excuse to have fun.”^ 


orange-walled space with pictures of green 
grass and white birch trees. 

“We want you to come in here, enjoy, and 
be able to get an experience,” said Vera, co- 
owner of LOCAL Delights and founder of the 
BEERkery. “We like having a casual, eclec- 
tic, comforting [atmosphere],” she said. “It 
screams warmth.” 
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Vera, along with co-owner Sharon Parent, 
opened LOCAL Delights in November. Vera 
had previously founded The BEERkery Co., 
which combines craft beers and baking to cre- 
ate unique cupcakes, breads, pies and sauces. 
Now the two companies have fused, and her 
beer baked goods are 
for sale at the cafe. 

“Eve always want- 
ed to do a cafe ... and 
Sharon was actually 
one of my clients . . . 
so she knew about my 
products,” Vera said. 

The two combined 
their inspirations to 
open a cafe that sup- 
ports local businesses 
and works with local 
farms. Currently, 

LOCAL Delights sources vegetables, chicken 
and sausages from Brookford Farm in Canter- 
bury and fruits and vegetables from PT Farm 
in North Haverhill and Lull Farm in Hollis. 

With a commitment to being farm-to- 
table across the board, LOCAL Delights 
faced a challenge with the harsh winter. Cer- 
tain menu items were limited, but others were 
highlighted. 

“We’ve been able to put up our chicken 
salad because cranberries and almonds, we 
can always get that,” Vera said. “And that’s 
actually the talk of the town is our chicken 
salad sandwich.” 


The winter menu has also boasted soups, 
sandwiches and salads, plus beer baked goods. 

While LOCAL Delight’s menu will have 
staple items, there will often be an opportu- 
nity to try something that’s a bit uncommon. 
Recently, Vera made spring rolls with anise, 
jicama (a root vegeta- 
ble with the cmnch of 
an apple, but not the 
sweetness, Vera said), 
snow peas, cucum- 
bers and a cashew 
and almond mixture. 

“I did a ginger 
sauce with coconut 
milk and ginseng so 
it has like a nice little 
energy facade added 

MARIE-CHANTAL VERA to it ” she said. 

Greatly influ- 
enced by her French mother and Ecuadorian 
father, Vera wants to present an eclectic and 
fresh food experience. 

“You come in, you have conversation, 
that’s why there [are] no TVs in here,” she 
said. “You enjoy your beverage and your 
sandwich or your soup and just . . . relax.” ^

Breakfast is my least favorite meal of the 
day because I never know what to eat! I want 
something healthy and easy that will fill me 
up for a few hours. I hate it when Fm hungry 
just moments after I eat breakfast! I end up 
making poor food choices, and then I’ve start- 
ed my day off on the wrong foot, healthwise. 

Typical breakfast choices like cereal or 
toast contain excessive sugar and preserva- 
tives, stuff I’d rather avoid. Did you know 
that many cereals contain BHA or BHT, a 
preservative outlawed in Europe (but not 
here!) that has been known to cause can- 
cer in laboratory animals? In fact. General 
Mills recently implied on Twitter that the 
removal of BHT from foods is well “under- 
way and has been for more than a year.” 

Homemade breakfast choices are best 



because they tend to be the most filling, 
the healthiest and the least complicated 
when it comes to potentially toxic ingredi- 
ents. The only problem is, they take time. 
When you’re headed off to work in a hur- 
ry or are bombarded by the tiny humans 
living in your home, you need something 
fast. Thankfully, I’ve found a great recipe 
to make on a Sunday evening and have for 
the rest of the week. It uses my favorite per- 
ishable ingredients: berries! 

While you can use any berries you like 
for this recipe, I prefer blueberries. High in 
antioxidants, blueberries bake well because 
they keep their juiciness and shape. They 
also go great with oats.

1 teaspoons baking powder 
1 14 teaspoons cinnamon 
1 cup walnut pieces

Mashed 

potato 

pancakes 

In my opinion, leftovers are some of 
the most underutilized pantry-like ingredi- 
ents. I’m just as guilty as the next person 
of reheating food without repurposing it. 
But this week, after a partieularly interest- 
ing episode of one of my favorite eooking 
shows, I started thinking about ways I eould 
repurpose elements of meals I already 
made. 

Sinee we were out of town for most of 
the week, there wasn’t mueh to work with, 
but I did have a eontainer of mashed pota- 
toes and figured now was as good a time as 
any to try making potato paneakes. 

I’ve attempted to make potato paneakes 
in the past but find the proeess of peeling, 
grating and frying the raw potatoes eum- 
bersome. I figured using leftover mashed 
potatoes would lend the same general fla- 
vor but with half the work. 

I deeided to make the potato paneakes 
dinner-friendly and added ham and eheese 
to beef up the reeipe. Eggs, flour, blaek pep- 
per and a generous sprinkling of garlie salt 
rounded out the ingredients. The paneakes 
eame together quiekly and were fiavorfiil. 

I started by mixing the potatoes, ham, 
eheese, garlie, salt and pepper in a bowl. I 



added one egg to start but thought the batter 
should be thinner and easier to pour on the 
griddle. Another egg loosened the “batter,” 
but a little too mueh. I added one-quarter 
eup of flour to thieken the mixture ever so 
slightly. Plus, I think the flour helped keep 
the potato paneakes light and fluffy. 

I ehose to use a nonstiek griddle and 
added just a bit of oil to the surfaee before 
pouring the batter to help the paneakes erisp 
up. The potato paneakes took longer than 
your average paneakes to eook — approx- 
imately 5 minutes on eaeh side, until they 
were golden brown. I was pleasantly sur- 
prised that the outside was erispy while the 
inside remained light and fluffy, and even 
retained some of the original flavor from 
the mashed potatoes. 

This reeipe would be great for break- 
fast the day after a big meal. It’s quiek, and 
open to interpretation. The mashed potatoes 
are essentially a blank slate — I’m thinking 
I’ll add dieed peppers and a Mexiean-blend 
eheese next time. Overall, this reeipe was 
quiek and easy. My two eups of leftover 
mashed potatoes lent themselves to about 
eight potato paneakes that are perfeet for 
breakfast or a lazy weekday dinner.

While some Guinness drinkers like it 
straight up the old-fashioned way, others 
like a niee Blaek and Tan (half Guinness 
and half Bass Pale Ale). But there are some 
other great takes on this.

Guinness Shandy: 60ml of lemonade & 
one ean of Guinness draught 

Black Velvet: 1/2 flute of Champagne or 
sparkling wine plus 1/2 flute of Guinness 
Extra Stout 

Midnight: 1 measure of port (35ml) plus 
one ean of Guinness 

Trojan Horse: 60ml of eola plus one ean 
of Guinness 

Beer 

The Patriot: half Guinness, half Sam 
Adams 

Koala Bear: half Guinness, half Foster’s 

Black Magic: half Guinness and half 
Magie Hat #9 

Black Castle: half Guinness, half 
Neweastle 

Black and Blue: half Guinness, half 
Blue Moon 

Trojan Horse: half Guinness, half Coke. 
Coke first, then Guinness. 

Black and Brown: half Guinness, half 
root beer. 

Irish Car Bomb: Fill a shot glass with 
half Irish whiskey and half Bailey’s Irish 
Cream. Drop into a pint of Guinness and 
ehug. Drink it fast before the Bailey’s eur- 
dles. And try to keep it down. 

But Guinness doesn’t always have to 
eome in a glass. Some restaurants, like the

Peddler’s Daughter in Epping and Nashua 
and the Shaskeen in Manehester, add Guin- 
ness to their beef stew to give it an extra 
kiek. 

Guinness isn’t the only stout beer out 
there. Smithwiek’s is another popular Irish 
ale, made by the same eompany as Guin- 
ness. Smithwiek’s dates baek hundreds of 
years, and there are now two varieties: a red 
ale and a newer pale ale. The red ale was 
originally made for the Kilkenny Beer Fes- 
tival, aeeording to the eompany’s website, 
and its popularity has made it one of the 
most popular Irish beers offered today. It is 
ruby in eolor with a ereamy head. The pale 
ale was added in 20 1 1 , made with pale malt 
and Amarillo hops. Slightly different, this 
beer has a golden hue and fruity aromas. 

There are many other kinds of stout 
beers out there as well, ineluding oatmeal 
and ehoeolate. Both are very popular dur- 
ing the eold winter months. Oatmeal stouts 
are brewed with oats, naturally, whieh often 
gives them a smooth texture. Choeolate 
malts give ehoeolate stouts their rieh eoeoa 
flavors. 

If beer isn’t really your thing but you 
still want to eelebrate, try a Magner’s Irish 
Cider, whieh has a slight kiek but is still a 
niee alternative to beer. Some plaees, like 
the Shaskeen, have it on draft. Reportedly 
the only Irish eider in the United States, it is 
made from 17 different varieties of apples. 
The apples are fermented using a unique 
yeast added to the oak vats of Magner’s 
Dowd’s Lane Cider Mill. Then, the eider is 
left to mature for up to two years, whieh 
helps the flavors develop. 

Finally, for something that’s not beer or 
eider, Bailey’s Irish Cream is a great option. 
Baily’s Irish Cream is “a perfeet marriage 
of fresh, premium quality Irish dairy eream, 
finest spirits, Irish whiskey . . . and reeipe of 
ehoeolate flavors.” It ean be enjoyed many 
different ways and now eomes in several 
flavors, ineluding vanilla einnamon, hazel- 
nut, earamel and eoffee. Try it simply over 
iee or iee eream, in eoffee or hot ehoeolate, 
in a mudslide or in an espresso martini. ^

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

This week, we enjoyed two dark, rieh 
reds. 

The 2013 Monte Velho from Por- 
tugal ($13.95 from Angela’s Pasta and 
Cheese Shop in Manehester) is an inter- 
esting blend of grapes you don’t hear 
about every day: 40 pereent Aragonez, 35 
pereent Trineadeira, 20 pereent Touriga 
Naeional and 5 pereent of the more famil- 
iar syrah. Aeeording to Wikipedia, the 
first three varietals are red grapes eom- 
mon to regions of Portugal (Aragonez is 
speeifieally the Portuguese designation 
for Tempranillo). This dark plum red-eol- 
ored wine had aromas of bright eherry 
and a note of an even sunnier fruit like 
raspberry. It also had rieh, deep aromas 
of eoneentrated fruit sueh as plum and 
eherry. All of these aspeets of the aroma 
earried through to the flavor — a balanee 
of juiey and fruity with brightness and a 
niee aeid baekbone. 

We also tried the 2010 Welling- 
ton Vineyards Sonoma Valley Merlot 

($17.95 from Angela’s Pasta and Cheese 
Shop in Manehester) — beeause one of us 
eontinues to be a fan of this beleaguered 
grape that still seems to have a bit of a 
middlebrow reputation. This plum-eol- 



ored wine also had us thinking plums on 
the aroma but the even bigger note was 
one of dark ehoeolate — speeifieally a 
dark ehoeolate bar kind of dark ehoeolate, 
the kind that has a bit of bite to it. One 
of us felt that dusky bitter note was a lit- 
tle more eoffee than ehoeolate. This big 
lush wine had lots of ehoeolate in the fla- 
vor as well — ehoeolate and a little of that 
eherry-plus-ehoeolate eombo that always 
has one of us thinking of eherry-flavored 
Tootsie Pops. Rieh and enjoyable, this 
merlot is a solid example of what has us 
seeking out this grape. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle with- 
out breaking the bank. Unless otherwise 
noted, the prices listed are what you ’ll find 
the bottles selling for at the New Hamp- 
shire Wine & Liquor Outlet. 41

If you insist on pure unadulterat- 
ed bolloeks in your throwbaek-roek 
musie, man, did you ever piek the right 
deeade.

Say it out loud 

Poetry competition moves on to state finals

The New Hampshire Institute of Art’s 
French Building auditorium was a flurry of 
activity during last week’s Poetry Out Loud 
semi-final. 

Through the doors, parents and teachers 
trickled to their audience seats, while the 10 
high school champions went to the stage for 
a sound check, and then to the green room 
— complete with water bottles, cough 
drops and refreshments — to psych them- 
selves up to recite world-famous poetry. 

It was one of four POL semi-final events 
in New Hampshire that week. School com- 
petition winners also competed at Jean’s 
Playhouse in Lincoln March 2, Southern 
New Hampshire University on March 5 
and New England College on March 9, but 
the institute had really “rolled out the red 
carpet” for this year’s program, said Cath- 
erine O’ Brian of the New Hampshire State 
Council on the Arts. 

The college offered a renewable $10,000 
scholarship for all high school winners/ 
alternates who would go on to attend 
NHIA. The auditorium, decorated with let- 
ter-pressed poems, was dressed the part, 
and so were the students. Boys wore but- 
ton-up shirts and slacks and girls sported 
skirts and heels. Between recitations, sis- 
ter-brother team Liz and Dan Faiella 
played music while New Hampshire Public 
Radio’s Brady Carlson emceed. 

Nationally, it’s Poetry Out Loud’s 10th 
anniversary, and it’s grown a great deal, 
both across the country and in New Hamp- 
shire; this year, about 10,000 students 
participated in 37 high schools by memo- 
rizing and performing work selected from 
the Poetry Out Loud anthology. 

At the NHIA event, judges scored based 
on performance and accuracy. 

“We have a set of criteria we’re looking 
for,” said POL semi-final judge and New 
Hampshire poet S Stephanie. “We’ve all 
gone through all the poems several times 
ourselves. ... A good recital of poetry not 
only gets all the words right, but also shows 
an understanding of the poem, and gets that

across to the audience.” 

Top three semi-finalists from each round 
move on to the 2015 Poetry Out Loud Cham- 
pionship at the Statehouse Friday, March 
13, at 5:30 p.m., where Virginia Prescott, 
host of NHPR’s “Word of Mouth,” serves 
as master of ceremonies. That winner com- 
petes in the Poetry Out Loud national finals 
in D.C. at the end of April. 

Some kids were nervous, while others, 
like Grace Roy of Dover High School, were 
calm and poised enough for interviews 
before the competition began. Roy got 
involved with the event through an English 
class assignment. 

“We had an in-class competition first. I 
had a lot of fun with the whole process and 
I thought it would be fun to continue and 
go on to the school competition,” she said. 

She’d only learned her three poems — 
“There Are Birds Here” by Jamaal May, 
“Cartoon Physics, part 1” by Nick Flynn 
and “Echo” by Christina Rossetti — weeks 
before the event by practicing in front of 
the mirror and finding storylines through- 
out the works. 

Teachers like the program because it 
helps kids develop important life skills. 

“It’s fantastic for public speaking skills,” 
said Anne Persechino, a teacher from Win- 
nacunnet High School. 

Her student, Sarah Coffen, is a junior and 
old POL pro, having been named school 
champion the past two years. 

“[Students] usually experience a tremen- 
dous amount of anxiety but are so proud 
of themselves when they get it done,” Per- 
sechino said. “And they’re developing an 
appreciation for poetry. They’re picking out 
a poem that speaks to them and doing work 
with it to really understand what’s going on 
and what it means.” 

Brei Famulari, a teacher at Spaulding 
High School, agreed. 

“We’ve had a vast array of different 
kinds of student champions, from scholar 
athletes to theater kids,” Famulari said. “I 
love the public speaking aspect. . . . Any job 
they’re going to have will require getting 
up to speak in front of people.” 

Stephanie said she looks forward to POL 
every year. 

“I think it’s one of the best programs in 
the state,” Stephanie said. “These guys are 
really fine. Some of them mess up, but God 
bless them for trying. I mean, when was the 
last time you tried to memorize a poem? 
You know? . . . [The enthusiasm] is one of 
the joys for me, because I’m a poet, and I’m 
excited that they’re excited, not only to be 
reading poetry themselves, but to be mem- 
orizing it and feeling that it’s a worthwhile 
thing to get involved in.”

Spam Nation^ by 
Brian Krebs (Source- 
books, 244 pages) 

More than 200 mil- 
lion Americans have 
had their credit-card 
information exposed to 
thieves within the past 
two years, leading FBI 
director James Com- 
ey to say that there are 
two kinds of compa- 
nies: those that have 
had a security breach, 
and those who don’t 
know it yet. Working 
to stop the cyber bad 
guys are the FBI, the 
Secret Service and ... 

Brian Krebs. Krebs is a former Washing- 
ton Post reporter who now runs the most 
authoritative source of information on 
hacks: his personal blog, krebsonsecuri- 
ty.com. He broke the news of the Target 
hack and is the go-to guy for the latest 
news on security breaches. 

As such, his first book. Spam Nation, 
promised an explosive take-down of orga- 
nized cybercrime, “from global epidemic 
to your front door,” as the subtitle says. 
Disappointingly, it doesn’t deliver. It’s a 
dry, agonizing recitation of Krebs’ deal- 
ings with shadowy Russians (Pavel, Igor 
and Dmitry!) who blast billions of spam 
emails into Americans’ inboxes each day. 
While this might be useful information 
for someone — say, the law-enforcement 
officials who can arrest these guys — the 
average reader won’t care. The stuff he or 
she wants to know is in the last chapter of 
the book (read that in less than five min- 
utes), and on Krebs’ website. 


Spam Nation is a well- 
written, meticulously 
documented ode to Krebs 
and his work, one that 
suggests his tireless cru- 
sade against our cyber 
overlords is measurable 
in the amount of phar- 
maceutical spam in our 
inboxes each morning. 
After Krebs’ exposure of 
one operation, Spamit. 
com, resulted in its shut- 
down, “the volume of 
junk email sent world- 
wide dropped noticeably 
— 20 to 40 percent, 
depending on estimates,” 
he writes. 

And this paragraph tragically summa- 
rizes the book: 

'‘Krebs, what did you &o? ” the source 
asked with a praising laugh. “I’m hardly 
seeing any more spam, and it looks like 
McColo [one of those damned Russians] 
has been unplugged from the Internet! ” 

As a writer, Krebs is vexingly self- 
conscious, injecting himself into the 
narrative even when not necessary: “‘The 
problem is that Gusev is not trying to hit 
me with his weapons, but he is trying to 
scare me,’ Vrublevsky said in one of his 
many phone calls to this author.” His beef 
with The Washington Post, which gave 
him the foundational job for his current 
work (and six months of severance pay 
that launched Krebs on Security), seems 
overwrought, given Krebs’ acknowl- 
edged refusal to diversify his beat as his 
editors requested. 

That said, this is an interesting guy, 
a man who learned Russian so he could 


monitor Internet forums without using 
a translator and who called 400 people 
over two months to find out why they 
would buy prescription pills hawked by 
spam email. And buried in here is some 
alarming and relevant stuff, such as the 
revelation that there are people walk- 
ing among us who not only open emails 
about penile enhancement, but actual- 
ly follow through and purchase the stuff. 
Eighty-five percent of products sold 
through such email are bought by Amer- 
icans, who don’t know or care that when 
they click on spam links, they are vulner- 
able to hacks that secretly take control of 
their computers and send spam to their 
friends (best-case scenario) or, worse, 
sell your account information, including 
passwords and credit-card numbers. 

This is what most of us need from 
Krebs: information on how to prevent, 
combat and clean up cyberattacks, not the 
tortuous inner workings of the Russian 
spam kings trying to put each other out of 
business (all the while keeping a worried 
eye on Krebs on Security). Unfortunate- 
ly, the user-friendly stuff comprises nine 
pages, the “how you can protect your- 
self from cybercrime epilogue.” The 
short version: Use a password manager 
(yes, this means you will need nonsen- 
sical passwords you can’t remember, but 
the manager will do that for you); and 
Krebs’ three rules for online safety: “If 
you didn’t go looking for it, don’t install 
it.” “If you installed it, update it.” And, 
“If you no longer need it, remove it.” 

Read Spam Nation if you’re really 
into Russia, complex global conspiracies 
and penile enhancement; otherwise, sub- 
scribe to Krebs’ blog. It’s free.

10 films, six cities for NH Jewish Film Festival

Granite State premieres, filmmaker Q&As 
and distinet “Jewish” personalities — that’s 
what you’ll get at the 2015 New Hampshire 
Jewish Film Festival. 

Audienees will hear Jewish stories from 
the United States, Israel, Franee, Germa- 
ny, Argentina and Uruguay, and they’ll meet 
a variety of Jewish people, ineluding a deli 
owner, a New England artist with ALS and 
the “Forrest Gump” of the early 1900s. The 
festival spans Mareh 19 through Mareh 29 
and eomprises 10 films in six towns. 

“We’re interested in eonneeting audienees 
with Jewish people from all over the world,” 
said Linda Gerson, eo-ehair of the 2015 fes- 
tival. “We piek quality films with really 
eompelling stories and universal themes. But 
we also like to mix it up and piek films in dif- 
ferent eategories.” 

The festival starts off at Southern New 
Hampshire University Thursday, Mareh 19, 
where filmmakers Susan and Lloyd Eeker 
will be present to talk about that day’s sereen- 
ing. The Outrageous Sophie Tucker. They 
spent the past several years eompiling infor- 
mation about the Jewish female singer who 
paved the way for performers like Marilyn 
Monroe, Bette Midler, Cher, Madonna and 
Lady Gaga. Tueker was “proudly Jewish” 
during the height of anti-semitism and felt 
that women ean do whatever they want. 

“She was the first woman in the Unit- 
ed States to get up and talk about sex on the 
stage ! ” Lloyd Eeker said in a phone interview. 

Their book, / am Sophie Tucker, is based 
on 400 serapbooks Tueker left behind. The 
outspoken singer tried for nine years to get 
her memoir published, but nobody was inter- 
ested — it was too risque for the time. All 
the better for the Eekers, who, through their 
researeh, learned she was friends with sev- 
en presidents. King George VI, young Queen 
Elizabeth, Charlie Chaplin, J. Edgar, A1 
Capone, Judy Garland, Jerry Lewis, Frank 
Sinatra and an assortment of other VIPs. For 
the film, the Eekers interviewed 60 witnesses 
still alive (ineluding Tony Bennett and Barba- 
ra Walters), and there’s also talk of the story 
moving to Broadway. 

Afterward, the festival will stop in Bed- 
ford, Portsmouth, Keene, Merrimaek and 
Coneord. Most films are stand-alones — top- 
ies inelude the new anti-semitism, terrorism 
and Holoeaust survivors — while others will 
be aeeompanied by leetures or Q&As. 

Filmmaker Riehard Kane will be at Red 
River Theatres to talk about Jon Imbers Left 
Hand, about the years after New England art- 
ist Jon hnber is diagnosed with ALS. 

“His paintings knoeked my soeks off,” 


Kane said during a phone interview. 

Kane and Imber had a shared past — they 
were both Jewish, and Imber was bom in the 
same town Kane was raised in on Long Island 
— and their baekgrounds were nearly identi- 
eal in terms of ages, families and aetivities. 

Filming began Deeember 2012. In the 
beginning, “We see Jon and we doeument 
him looking and sounding very normal and 
very brilliant,” Kane said. 

The film follows the disease’s progres- 
sion and Imber ’s determination to finish his 
life’s work — in a four-month span, he paint- 
ed more than 100 portraits. But Kane had to 
aeeelerate the proeess when it beeame elear 
Imber ’s health was failing. He finished the 
film for the 2014 Maine Jewish Film Festival 
last Mareh, just in time for Imber to give his 
approval before he died. 

“He loved it,” Kane said. “At that point, 
he eouldn’t speak. . . . But he said something 
about how he thought this film would go far.” 

Rave reviews made the front page of the 
Boston Globe. Kane has been showing a 
newly edited version of the film, with musie 
by Noel Paul Stookey (from Peter, Paul and 
Mary). It won best doeumentary at the Bos- 
ton Jewish Film Festival, so adding it to New 
Hampshire’s lineup was a no-brainer. 

“The film is so inspiring. Throughout it, 
Imber is amazingly upbeat,” Gerson said. M

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A robot is given consciousness and 
raised in a violent world in Chappie, 
an uneven but still riveting sci-fi mov- 
ie from District 9^s Neill Blomkamp. 

In the near future, the human police force in 
an increasing violent Johannesburg is unable 
to effectively fight crime and so it turns to 
robots. Moose, the large, Star-Wars-ian first 
attempt at a weaponized robot, created by for- 
mer soldier Vincent Moore (Hugh Jackman), 
was deemed too militaristic for more strate- 
gic street fights. Even though these robots 
were controlled by a human brain, it’s the 
self-directed, more humanoid bots created by 
Deon Wilson (Dev Patel) that are favored by 
the police force and soon they’re a ubiquitous 
part of the city’s policing strategy. 

But Deon wants to create a tmly conscious, 
sentient, moral robot to do the policing. When 
he comes home at night fi'om his job at the 
robotics company that makes the police bots, 
he continues his own work on the conscious- 
ness question, trying to find the code that can 
give tme thought to a robot. When he thinks 
he’s found it, he decides to try it out on a 
recently scrapped robot. But his boss, Michelle 
Bradley (Sigourney Weaver), gives him a hard 
no — stick to the police bots, she says. 

Deon decides to give it a shot anyway, 
and packs up the discarded robot to take him 
home. Unfortunately, the day he decides to do 
this is also the day that a crew of minor-league 
criminals led by Ninja (Ninja, no, serious- 
ly, that’s the actor’s name) decides to kidnap 
Deon. Their plan is to get him to give them 
the “remote” that will turn off the robots and 
allow them to set up a heist of an armoured 
car. They need a lot of money fast to pay back 
an even bigger gangster with even more ridic- 
ulous hair. Deon tells them there is no such 
remote, but gets them to let him try out his 
program on the robot in his van with a vague 
promise that the robot can help them. The 
robot comes alive and is, at first, fiightened 
and childlike. Deon tries to teach it as Ninja’s 
girlfriend Yolandi (Yo-Landi Visser) gen- 
tly coaxes it out, calling it Chappie (Sharlto 
Copley). Though frightened of Ninja, Chap- 
pie takes to Yolandi, who starts calling herself 


“mommy.” While she nurtures Chappie, Nin- 
ja and third crew member Amerika (Jose 
Pablo Cantillo) try to teach him to be tough 
and gangster. But Deon, who comes back to 
check on Chappie despite Ninja’s threats, tries 
to give Chappie a moral core and makes him 
promise not to commit crimes or use guns. 

The more the sweet Chappie is coddled by 
Yolandi and Deon, the angrier Ninja gets. He 
has only a week to rob the bank car and get 
the money for the gangster. And Chappie has 
a short lifespan too — because of an injury 
before Deon gives him sentience, he only has 
about five days of battery life. Not willing to 
wait for Chappie to “grow up,” Deon tries to 
teach him about the horrors of the world by 
dumping him on the mean streets where he 
knows Chappie will likely be attacked. Little 
does Ninja know, an even more determined 
predator is after Chappie. Angry that Deon’s 
inventions have supplanted his and seeking the 
guard key that allowed Deon to change Chap- 
pie’s programming (he has his own nefarious 
programming he wants to install into the police 
robots), Vincent is hunting Chappie down. 

There are several scenes in Chappie that 
are, when you really think about them, hor- 
rifyingly violent. Replace the robot with the 
child that Chappie is on the inside and scenes 
of him being beaten by a group of street kids 
or mutilated by Vincent are deeply disturb- 
ing. Next to these scenes, scenes of Ninja 
(who is such a 1980s action movie villain 


that it’s almost hard to take him seriously) 
or an extra hammy Sigourney Weaver are so 
discordant as to leave you confused at what 
you’re watching. Or, at least, they do until 
you remember that Blomkamp did something 
similar in District 9, mixing absurdness with 
casual violence in such a way that it made the 
violence even more horrible. So even though 
Chappie occasionally reminded me of Short 
Circuit and had moments of cartoonishness, I 
also found it weirdly touching. The overlap in 
the gangster clown to serious social commen- 
tary Venn diagram is the scenes that feature 
Yolandi, with her Beyond Thunderdome hair 
and pastel punk get-ups sitting in a room that 
looks like a nursery as set up by an angry Tim 
Burton, reading to Chappie and explaining 
how she, his mommy, loves his soul. It’s weird 
and affecting and kinda great and it gives this 
movie the heart that I remember from District 
9 but that felt cleaned out of Elysium. 

There’s a lot in Chappie that reminds me of 
District P, fi'om the settings in the Johannes- 
burg ghettos to the less polished aspects of the 
storytelling (i.e. one-dimensional villains). 
But Chappie also has the same freshness as 
District P, the same sense that you’re watch- 
ing something that has thought and emotion 
behind its blast- ’em-up scenes of gunplay.

Marigold Hotel, a movie that punches 
way above its class thanks to its ros- 
ter of acting talent. 

Sonny Kapoor (Dev Patel) has had such 
good luck with his Exotic Marigold Hotel for 
the Elderly & Beautiful that as the movie opens 
he and Muriel (Maggie Smith) are headed to 
San Diego to meet with a potential investor. Ty 
Burley (David Strathaim), head of Evergreen 
hotels, is interested in Sonny’s plans to expand 
into a second location. He says he’ll send “his 
guy” out to give the operation a look. 

Back in India, Sonny’s plans for expan- 
sion are overshadowing his preparation for 
his wedding, much to the chagrin of his fian- 
cee, Sunaina (Tina Desai).

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sense tells us it eould also be Lavmia Beeeh 
(Tamsin Greig) the woman who elaims to be 
eheeking out the hotel for her mother. Lavinia 
seems very interested in the seeond hotel site, 
espeeially when it’s revealed that Kushal has 
purehased it. Guy on the other hand seems more 
interested in Sonny’s mother (Lillete Dubey). 

Penelope Wilton also returns as Douglas’ 
estranged wife. Put Wilton, Smith, Nighy and 
Dench in anything and you’re all but guar- 
anteed something that is, at least, watchable. 
And, while Sonny’s plotline added little to 
the movie for me, Dev Patel still manages to 
be a pretty watchable actor in his own right. 
With different people The Second Best Exot- 
ic Marigold Hotel would feel rather third-rate 
— it is, after all, a cream-puff-light confec- 
tion that is all soft edges and enchanting 
color. It seems even less substantial than I 
remember the first movie being; you get the 
sense an effort has been made not to close the 
doors to any sequels. 

That said, this movie still has this cast — a 
group of top-notch actors who add humani- 
ty and depth to anything they say. As a result, 
this weaker-sauce sequel remains a worthy 
stop for fans of the original. B-

Second Best Exotic Marigold Hotel is two 
hours and two minutes long and is distributed 
by Fox Searchlight. 

Unfinished Business (R) 

Vince Vaughn plays a businessman 
desperate to make the big sale that 
will set his financial ship right both at 
home and in the fragile young compa- 
ny he started in Unfinished Business^ 
an unfinished-feeling raunchy comedy. 

Dan Trunkman (Vaughn) is in the metal- 
something business and, after working his 
tail off to make a sale, quits in frustration 
when his boss Chuck (Sienna Miller) tells 
him he has to take a pay cut. I’ll start my own 
company, Dan says, who’s with me? 

Nobody, as it turns out, though Timothy 
Me Winters (Tom Wilkinson) happens to be 
leaving the office with a box of his belong- 
ings at the same time as Dan does because of 
a corporate policy of forced retirement at age 
67. Mike Pancake (Dave Franco) is also in 
the parking lot with a box full of office stuff, 
but that’s because he brought it with him to 
his job interview to show confidence. Nev- 
ertheless, it’s with these two men that Dan 
starts Apex, his own metal-something sales 
outfit. A year later, he has nearly closed a big 
deal that will put him in the black both per- 
sonally and professionally. 

“Nearly” being the key word. He and 
his crew have to go to corporate headquar- 
ters to close the deal with a handshake. But 
when they get there, Dan sees Chuck in the 
neighboring hotel room. From the fiiend- 
ly way Chuck and corporate representative 
Jim (James Marsden) are chatting, Dan wor- 
ries that his deal might not be as sealed as he 


thought. Timothy is convinced that they are m 
fact the decoy team brought in to help negoti- 
ate a better price from Chuck’s company, with 
whom they truly intend to do business. 

But Dan can’t lose this deal. His son 
Paul (Britton Sear) is being bullied merci- 
lessly at school and Dan and his wife (June 
Diane Raphael) want to send him to private 
school, expensive private school. And Apex 
also needs the money from this deal — with- 
out it, Timothy informs Dan, the company 
can’t go on. Tim also needs the commission 
from this deal; it’s how he plans to pay for 
his long-wished-for divorce. Thus the men 
are willing to do anything to convince the cli- 
ent to go with Apex, from traveling to Berlin 
to meet with the parent company’s president 
to negotiating a better price for goods with a 
naked woman in a steam room in Hamburg. 
They even hunt down Bill (Nick Frost), Jim’s 
associate, in the middle of a giant fetish- 
ists celebration in Berlin, leading to a scene 
where Dan pitches Bill his new and improved 
numbers while Bill’s winkie is in full display. 

There are a lot more weenies in Unfinished 
Business than there were in Fifty Shades oj 
Grey. I mention that because it might be the 
movie’s only remarkable feature (three sep- 
arate penises in one scene, I believe) and 
because it reminded me that male nudity, 
when it happens at all, is almost always played 
for comedy. There is female nudity here too 
(of the boob variety) and I’d estimate it’s 60 
percent laughs, 40 percent lookie-loo-ness. 

The nudity, f-bombs and some getting high 
are what give this movie its R rating and the 
framework on which this movie appears to 
hang. Unfinished Business knows it wants to 
be naughty but it otherwise doesn’t seem to 
know what it wants to be. This movie is as 
sweatily eager to please and “Gil really needs 
this sale” as its characters are. It tries super 
hard to make us laugh but it doesn’t seem to 
have a good sense of where the comedy comes 
from. Is it an underdog story? A family man 
story? An odd-ball buddy comedy? Yes to all 
of these? A little? The movie is willing to go 
anywhere for a laugh but that makes its laughs 
feel scattered and weak. There are moments 
of genuine humor and pathos (Dan’s outcast 
son tries to fit in with the outcast clique at 
school only to learn the hard way that goths 
wear black eye make-up, not teal) but there 
are far more moments of jokes that land with 
a thud. The character of Dave Pancake is a 
good example. He’s played as naive and a lit- 
tle not-all-there but also competent enough to 
do his job, he can negotiate better prices with 
suppliers but doesn’t know his shapes. What, 
exactly, does the movie want him to be? 

Unfinished Business needed another rewrite 
(or four) to figure out what, exactly, it is oth- 
er than a place to see funny naughty parts. D+

Admiration of Howard Stern led Ken- 
ny Zimlinghaus into broadcasting, but in 
his current job he feels more like Rob- 
in Quivers. Eight years ago, after serving 
as WFNX Boston’s youngest host and 
anchoring a popular morning show in 
South Carolina, Zimlinghaus got a call 
from Sirius satellite radio. 

“They asked me to do this channel for 
girls, and I said sure,” he said in a recent 
phone interview. ‘T thought it would be a 
good audience — girls have a good sense 
of humor. ... It just went from there.” 

As cohost of Wake Up With Taylor! — 
which originally aired on Cosmo Channel 
and moved to Stars in November 2013 — 
Zimlinghaus is in a unique role. 

“I’m not second banana. I’m the only 
banana ... It’s an interesting position to 
play, but very rewarding.” 

In between fashion and makeup tips, 
he and host Taylor Strecker banter bril- 
liantly and, with Strecker ’s trademark 
“Hey girl hey!” greeting, field audience 
calls. Given the insights into the opposite 
sex gleaned during his time on the show, 
what surprised him the most?

The best time to start a new record, jokes 
John Gorka, is when the trials and tribu- 
lations of making the last one are fully 
faded from memory. As a phone interview 
to promote a show in New London begins, 
Gorka said he’s nearing that point. 

“I’m messing with studio equipment, 
getting it all ready,” he said. “I’ve got sev-

long time. “As a guy, you think that wom- 
en are interested in anything that you 
have to offer. Then as time goes on, you 
realize that they want nothing to do with 
you. They want to milk you — like, real- 
ly — but at the end of it, they don 7 care. 
They care on some level, but they’re out 
to win it.” 

Zimlinghaus divides his time between 
radio and stand-up comedy. He began 
doing both at the same time and enjoys 
the contrast each offers. 

“I like to connect with people. As mod- 
ern as everything is, we’re still a tribe,” 
he said. “I like having moments where 
we all laugh at the same time and same 
wavelength. I love the radio show too, 
but I love the instant gratification of the 


eral songs. ... I’m going to see how they 
behave once they’re in recorded form — 
see if they will make friends.” 

Gorka spent four years making Bright 
Side of Down. Released in spring 2014, the 
disc made plenty of folk Top 10 lists and 
is well received in concert. It still has trac- 
tion; his appearances are routinely billed as 
release celebrations. 

His next record will be arriving much 
sooner — though it’s not exactly new. 

In 1985, a then-unknown Gorka went 
to Nashville and recorded 10 songs in five 
days with producer Jim Rooney (Nan- 
ci Griffith, John Prine). Top-notch players 
contributed. Stuart Duncan played fiddle 
— one of his first sessions. Shawn Colvin 
and Lucy Kaplansky flew down from NY C

live show.” 

Much of his stand-up touches on the 
challenges of growing up overweight and 
unathletic. Comedy started as a coping 
mechanism. 

“My family split up when I was little 
and I thought, ‘Oh, I’ve got to do some- 
thing with this.’ So I started making jokes 
... to deal with an emotional problem. It 
became a skill, and turned into some real- 
ly funny live shows.” 

His said his improvisational style isn’t 
inspired by anyone in particular. 

“I had role models who were doing 
really great things, but I loved every 
stand-up comic ... but I never got into 
trying to mold myself after anyone that 
was funny.” 

Married two years ago, Zimlinghaus 
recently revealed on the air that he and 
his wife are expecting their first child. 
It’s a boy, ironic for a guy who spends 
most days swimming in a sea of estrogen. 

In addition to radio and comedy, 
Zimlinghaus is an actor. He recently 
completed a feature film with longtime 
pal and collaborator Aaron Wertheimer 
called Wedgerino. In the movie, two 
friends are forced into a boxing match to 
make rent. 

“Overall, it has a really positive mes- 
sage that friendship can persevere any 
wedge that’s ... placed in the middle of 
it,” Zimlinghaus said in a promotional 
trailer. 

The Kickstarter funded film was shot 
over 16 days and should hit theaters lat- 
er this year. 


on People’s Express to sing backup. 

But when Gorka heard the playback, he 
quickly decided to shelve the self-financed 
project. The songs felt rushed and sound- 
ed a bit twangy. 

“I thought it was good, but I didn’t know 
if it represented the way I wanted to be 
introduced to the world,” he said. “I don’t 
know exactly why.” 

A more leisurely redo in a different stu- 
dio eventually became his debut album, 
mi^sIKnow. 

The mothballed Nashville tapes changed 
hands frequently during the ensuing years, 
eventually ending up in Gorka ’s garage. 

“They sat there for a couple of years and 
I finally decided I should get them trans- 
ferred to a more modern digital form,” he 
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recalled. “We started to listen ... and it 
sounded really good.” 

After a few days of mixing and tweak- 
ing, Gorka decided to finally release the 
album, three decades later. Tentatively 
titled Before the Beginning, it should be 
out by autumn. 

“There are some really good people on 
it, and I sound different,” he said. “ITl nev- 
er sound like that again, so it’s kind of fun.” 

Putting it out gives Gorka room to work 
on his new songs, or perhaps more correct- 
ly, watch them evolve. 

“I try to be open as the sparks start to 
come ... see how they hold up over time,” 
he said. 

Gorka described a relationship with his 
music strangely akin to a bachelor and a 
houseplant. 

“I will sometimes work on a song, then 
set it aside, neglect it intentionally, then 
come back to it later to see if it has a life to 
it,” he said. “Then I’ll pursue it some more 
see if it will hold up to being recorded and 
also be able to connect with others.” 

His area appearance is part of the Fly- 
ing Goose Concert Series; Gorka has been 
coming to the brewpub since early in his 
career. 

“It sounds different from other places 
that I play; it’s not a bar,” he said. “They 
have a separate listening room, so I have 
very much enjoyed playing there. I’m glad 
people seem to keep coming out.”

A great country 

• Felons, and those eonvieted of 
domestie assault, and those with a his- 
tory of mental illness, eannot by federal 
law buy firearms or explosive deviees, 
but Amerieans on the National Counter- 
terrorism Center’s consolidated watch 
list can and may possess an unlimited 
quantity. (In 2013 and 2014, 455 of 486 
prospective purchasers on the list passed 
the background check, and going back 
to 2004, 2,043 of 2,233, according to a 
recent Government Accountability Office 
report.) Legislation to add watch list- 
ees as a banned category was introduced 
again this year, but has failed several 
times in the past. 

• The annual National Basketball 
Association All-Star game in February 
provided a windfall for the co-host are- 
na’s proprietor, James L. Dolan, whose 
family owns not only Madison Square 
Garden but also the NBA’s richest 
franchise (the Knicks), hockey’s second- 
richest (the Rangers), and the New York 
region’s telecom juggernaut Cablevision. 
Among the government handouts Dolan 
receives is the 3 3 -year (and counting) 
exemption from property taxes for the 
Garden’s four square blocks (“among the 
most valuable (plots of land) on Earth,” 
according to New York City Mayor Bill 
de Blasio) a government gift, in 2014 
alone, worth $54 million. 

Great art! 

The three-week February exhibition of 
Alejandro Figueredo Diaz-Perera con- 
sisted of a blank wall in Chicago’s West 
Loop gallery with the artist present only 
in the sense that he was residing in a nar- 
row, 10-foot crawl space behind the wall 
with only a single sign alerting patrons 
(‘T am here, but you will not see me”). 
Diaz-Perera’s “In the Absence of a Body” 
was designed, he said, to explore the 
boundary between presence and absence. 

Owlfest 

• A motorist smashed into a pow- 
er pole at 2 a.m. on Feb. 25 in Tukwila, 
Washington, because, he explained, he 
was “chasing an owl.” (Police somehow 
found him to be sober and did not charge 
him.) 

• Officials in Salem, Oregon, posted 
signs in February to warn joggers on a 
popular running path that they might be 
attacked by a rogue owl or owls, after 
four people were aggressively pecked 
at by dive-bombers. (One design for the 
sign came from cable TV personality 
Rachel Maddow.) 

• A bar called Annie the Owl was 
scheduled for a special one-week event 
in London in March, for patrons to sip 


drinks while domesticated owls perch on 
their shoulders. Interest was so keen that 
a lottery was required for tickets. 

The continuing crisis 

America’s Least Interesting Couple: 
Bill Bresnan, 74, of Toms River, New Jer- 
sey, has written a love letter to his wife, 
Kirsten, also 74, every day for nearly 40 
years — more than 10,000 and continu- 
ing, according to a February ABC News 
report. “We’ve never had a fight,” he 
said. Their romance continues over, for 
example, playing “Boggle” at breakfast 
or having candlelit dinners with wine. 
(Bonus: Kirsten has hoarded all of the let- 
ters, filed by date, in 25 boxes.) 

Latest religious messages 

Margurite Haragan, 58, was charged 
with two harassment counts against a 
Jewish woman in Boise, Idaho, in Febru- 
ary after the victim complained of being 
screamed at and roughed up by Hara- 
gan, who was trying to pressure her to 
acknowledge a belief in Jesus Christ. 
After Haragan allegedly stepped on 
the woman’s neck and pulled her hair 
upward, the victim promised to become 
a Christian. Haragan then departed but 
returned two days later to continue the 
alleged harassment. (The genesis of the 
women’s relationship was unclear from 
news reports.) 

Least competent criminals 

• Surveillance video released in Feb- 
ruary by the Irish Independent showed a 
small-time burglar trying to break into a 
car at 1 a.m. in front of the Pheasant bar 


in Drogheda, Ireland, by smashing a win- 
dow with a brick but also showed that the 
brick rebounded and knocked the man out, 
bloodying him. Gerry Brady, owner of the 
bar, was just closing up and found the bur- 
glar dazed, but the man departed before 
police arrived. Only when Brady later 
viewed video of the front of his bar did he 
realize what the man had been up to.
